Lexington, Ky., April 25. — What is ex|>oeted to 
be the greatest st‘ason of racing that Kentucky, 
abiding place of a pi'ople who cherish the wholesome 
and exhilarating s|>ort, is to la* inaiignrattHl at the 
liistoric courst? of the Kentucky Association on 
Tliursday afternoon. 

To say that the greatest racing in tlie state’s 
liistory is in prospect, might to some p<?rsons seem 
u lia<*kneyed expn*ssion. somewhat stereot.viM*d, or 
merely annual spring time “l»oost.” but it n'ally is 
true. There w'aK never in any other .rear so many 
really goo<l prosiM*ctive ract? horses sLibled at the 
tracks in this state and, it is doubtful, if racing 
has presente<l a lietter <*ollection of thoroughbreds 
than the nearly 1,.500 that are quartered at Lex 
iugton, Louisville and Liitonia. 

The cream of those that are ready for racing 
have been sent to L<‘xington and will participate in 
the stakes and purses that are to make turf his- 
tory during the twelve days of the meeting so so<m 
to be inaugurated here under the auspices of the 
country’s oldest association. 

From year to year improvements have been made 
in the plant until it is so highly pleasing to the 
eye as to incite expressions of admiration from the 
lips of visitors and even from the horsemen who 
have been coming in from other imiiits for the past 
several days. 

Superintendent James P. Ross, in addition to 
having everything looking spick and span, has the 
track lightning fast. He kept it under a cover- 
ing of straw all winter’ and the result is that it is 
as lively as a stretch of rubber and is at the same 
time w'ell cushioned. 

Secretary Garrett D. Wilson and racing secretary 
W’illiam H. Shelley have everything ready in the 
executive and administrative departments and. 
Judging from the calibre of the horses and tlie 
<‘onditions set down in the program book, contests 
here are bound to be thrilling in the extreme. 

Capt. Thomas J. Clay will be presiding steward 
and Harry Morrissey, as usual, will do the starting. 

President J. N. Camden, much improved by his 
sojourn at Hot Springs, says he hopes to be at the 
iMturse each day. On May 6 the Camden Handicap, 
which he instituted in 1910 and to w’hieh he an- 
niually contributes a handsome cup wdll be run. 
Governor A. O. Stanley and his staff and all of the 
heads of the departments of the state administra- 
tion and other members of the State Racing Com- 
mission will be his guests at the races. In the 
evening the newly organized Kentucky Thoroughbred 
Horse Association will entertain these visitors wdth 
a dinner at the Phoenix Hotel at which Judge 
Charles Kerr will be toastmaster and several inter- 
esting addresses wiil be made by prominent men, 
including Governor Stanley. 

All horses that art* to make the racing have ar 
rived here w’ith the exception of a few, including a 
division of the Jolin Sanford string, which will 
c'ome over from Louisville tomorrow in charge of 
Preston Burch. 

Trainer George H. Strate arrived today with 
eight of the Nevada Stock F'arm string, among them 
being Celesta, Star Shooter, Scarlet Oaks. Mar.v 
Jay, Washoe Belle, Polistena, Fancy Feathers and 
Triolee. 

J. W. Fuller’s horses from W’ills Point, Texas, 
came in with Dan Stuart in charge. The seven 
horses in this string are: Beautiful Girl, Dorothy 

Dean, InBiry, Tokay, Ardent. Faint and Lynn. 

Julias Reeder, who assisted in the offices at New 
Orleans and Hot Springs and will be secretary Shel 
ley’s aid. 

Gene Elrod arrived last night and all of his 
crew from the pari-mutuel offices will be in to 
morrow. Everything in his department as usual is 
sh^ ahaiie.

RETURNS OF RACING FROM NORTH AMERICAN TRACKS IN THE 
COURSE OF A CONSIDERABLE NUMBER OF YEARS 



That racing in a purely business sense is an affair of great magnitude and importance to a large 
section of the iH'ople of North America is amply demonstrated by tlie fact tliat in the years from 1905 to 
1915, inclusive, the huge sum of $40,278,318 has been earned for owners by their horses on the tracks of 
the United States, Canada. Cuba and Mexico. I>*aving out the three pros|>erous years 1905- ’06 and ’07, 
the succession of leaner years since liave prodiu*cd the considerable aggregate of $23,880,826. Altbough 
in tM’o of those years combined the New York tracks only produced $41,190, their returns for the other 
years have been so generous that the Empire State is still credited witli leading in the United States, 
Kentucky being second, Msryland third and (’alifornia fourth. The sorry figure cut by the once great 
racing states of Illinois and Missouri is liighly illustnitive of the misfortunes that have befallen a noble 
sport in a brief number of years. There is much fomi for refle<*tion in the following tables, which show 
the returns by states since 1907 and for all of North America since 1904:

and the preceding year forty-one, the event last- 
ing only one day on those o<*casions. The feiv flat 
races scheduled have attracted only about the same 
number of nominations as before. The increase is 
entirely in the steeplechase and hunter contests. 

There was a marked revival of amateur racing in 
Pennsylvania and Virginia last season. The par- 
ticipation in the Rockawa.v meeting of several 
prominent men from those states shows that they 
are reaching out for national honors. 

The running of Foxhall 1’. Keene’s Toreador, the 
stout -hearteii son of Beau Gallant, winner of the 
Ro<*kaway Cup last year, will be watched with 
grt*at interest. At least one other liorse will carry 
the famous colors, white with blue dots, of this 
veteran sportsman, polo player, automobile race 
driver and gentleman rider. 

B ‘cause of the prominence of the Rockaway 
Hunting Club its auiiuul race meetings attract large 
and brilliant attendauces. This organization has 
been conducting racing since 1881. Tlie amateur 
character if its meeting is most pronounced. All 
but one race on each day of the two days is limited 
to gentlemen riders. William A. Hazard is presi- 
dent of the club; H. Hobart Porter, vic*e- president; 
Newbolt T. Liiwreuce, secretiiry, and Frederick H. 
Hatcli, treasurer. Tlie race committee is John G. 
Livingston, cliairman: ( arlton Macy. John Tucker, 
Franklin B. Voss and John Howes Burton. 

Six races are on the program for eacli of the 
two days, tliree lieing steeplechases, one for hunt- 
ers over the i>ost and rails course and tM’o on the 
flat. The general excellen<*e of t!ie course at HeM - 
lett Ba.v Park, from the stund]K>iiit of both iiartici- 
paiits and spectators, has mucli to do witli tlie 
IHipularity of the races of the Rockaway Hunting 
('lu’i. The courses an* laid out over natural hunt- 
ing country and are grass sod all the wa3'. The 
grandstand and parking spaces are located on a 
hillside and command a fine view of practically the 
entire course. For a background there is Hewlett 
Ba.v and the bn>ad Atlantic bc*.vond. It M’ould be 
hard to find a mon* appropriate* setting for stirring 
siMirt and a brilliant attendance.

Two hundred 'and seventj* entries of thoroughbred 
liorsc*s. ownc*d by upward of two score prominent 
Americans, have l>eeii received for the annual spring 
two-day inc*eting of the I'nited Hunts Racing Asso- 
ciation to be held at Bc*lmont Park Terminal on 
May 13 and 17. This is by a M’ide margin the 
largc*st number of entries ever recreived for an 
amateur race meeting in tiiis country, and has been 
rarc'ly exc*eeded iii the liistorj’ of American thor- 
oughbrc*d rac-ing. 

Tlie excellent two-da.v race meeting condueted b.v 
the I'nited Hunts Racing Association last fall only 
rc*c*c*ivc*cl eight.v-six c*ntries. M’hile the totiil for last 
spring’s meet did uc*t reach that figure. There are 
thirteen events on the two-da.v program for Bel- 
iiunit I’ark Terminal and tliis gives a a average cu- 
tr.v for <*ac*Ii race of tweiit.v-oue. 

Several ehampiouship ra<*es are ineluded among 
the thirtc*eii c*veiits on the card. A total of $13,500 
in c*ash purses, in udclitiou to hniidsume plate, has 
l)c*eu apiK>rtionc*d among the different events, which 
iiic'ludc* steeph'chases over the brush course, rac*c*s 
for hunters over is»st and rails, and racc*s on tlie 
flat. Two races each day are to be limited to 
gentlemen riders and, to encourage their participa- 
tion in all of the* events, the amateurs are allowed 
a five-iMtuiid hanclic*ap iu the other rac*es.

The steeple 
chase course has been rolled, and, witli fresh 
brush on the jumps, will be ready for schooling this 
week. 

The grounds and buildings have been overhauled,

Some of those who have applied for 
rooms are E. F. Whitney, Charles R. Fleischmaun, 
and T. J. Healey, M’ho M'ill bring doM'n a largq con- 
tingent of the K. T. Wilson stable. Among the 
horses in the Wilson string are Naushon, M’hioh has 
been schcKiled for steeplecliasing ; Montresor, Wizard, 
Tartar. Tralee, Firing Line, Hambula. Night Owl, 
Straight ForM'ard. Trentino and Bine Ballot. Much 
interest is taken in the first api»earance of the get 
of Olambala. 

The Garths, father and son, have about tM’enty 
hors(*s in their barn, among them the steeplechasers 
Bonny Laddie, Exton and Fakir, that LeM'is Garth 
is handling for E. B. McLean. With the Ral Parr 
jumpers. Shannon River and Bally baj’, to say noth- 
ing of others of lesser note, the “sage of Albe- 
marle’’ should hold his OMn in this brunch of the 
siKirt. 

At the track are the Glen Riddle Farm horses, 
aliout fifteen strong, that M'iuter»*cl at Berlin, on 
the eastern shore of Maryland, M’here S. D. Kiddie* 
has purchasc*d a farm. Under the care of John F. 
Yanmll. the veteran Pons Asinorum. Cactus Bud 
and J. C. Ewalt, sjient the M’inter in fine shai>e and 
M’ith a half dozen or more imi>orted jumiiers as 
companions, the Philadelphia simrtsman sliould have 
a profitable season. 

Anothc*r recent arrival is J. HoMard Lewis M'ith 
the .1. E. Widener horses, while <i. R. Tompkins 
arrived tc*ii days ago from Warrentoii. witli Welcl- 
ship, .Iuveranc*e, March Court and several green 
om*K Iielonging to various oMiiers.

New Y'ork. April 25. — Price Mc*Kinne.v, Mho with 
James Corrigan owns the WicklifTe Stable, is visit- 
ing here. In si)eaking of his extensive stable noM’ 
in Kentucky, he said that several of the horses had 
been affected M’ith influenza, their temperatures at 
times reaching 106 degrees. 

“Tlie strangeness of the infection M’as in the fact 
that not a single horse Ment off his feed and. after 
a fcM’ da.vs entirely recovered,’’ said Mr. McKin- 
ne.v. “Ours M’as not the only stable affe<’ted. I sup- 
]M>se it Mas a sort of la gripiH* aud it dues not seem 
to have left any bad effects, though it put tlie 
horses back in their work for a feM’ days.’’ Re- 
ferring to the coming Kentuck.v Ilerby, Mr. McKin- 
iie.v said he had lieanl excellent rejnirts of Bulse, 
intimating that it Mould take u mighty giMxl horse 
to tM*at him. 

Mattie Corbett. OM’uer of the gootl mare Coquette. 
Kii.vs she is doing finely aud has pieked up al>out 
1,5() iMMimls iu M’eight since last autumn. Many 
bn*«*deps are anxious to bu.v her for a broodmare 
after her raeing career is over.

OWNERS IN AN UPRISING 



DEMAND INCREASE OF HAVRE DE GRACE 
PURSES OR WILL NOT RACE. 



Phil Ungar Wins the Newark Selling Stakes with 
Ease — Squceler Captures Another Race— 
Track Slow from Rain. 



Baltimore, Md., April 25. — A drizzling rain M’hieh 
began early this morning and continued throughout 
the day changed the track at Havre de Clrace to 
a sloppy condition and accounted for the scnitches 
which reduced the big card. The Newark Selling 
Stakes was offered as the feature race, it being a 
$1,000 guaranteed affair at one mile and seventy 
yards for three-year-olds and over. Phil Ungar, 
from the stable of E. T. Zollicoffer, and a pro- 
nounced favorite with the talent, had little diffi- 
culty in M’iiining by a M’ide margin over Illuminator 
and Brave Cunarder. Of the nine overnight entries, 
only four started.

A race that resulted in a much better contest 

was a handicap at a sprinting distance in which 
Edward McBride’s good gelding Squeelcr was re- 
turned winner in a hard drive with the fast gain- 
ing Slumber II. This marked Squeeler’s second vic- 
tory of the meeting. 

^spite tlie change in weather conditions, a good- 
sized crowd journeyed over from the neighboring 
cities to M’itness the sport. Form followers had 
a good line on the mud running merits of the differ- 
ent starters and well -backed horses were in the 
main successful. Cross-country enthusiasts were 
catered to by a race over the two mile course and 
it resulted in the best contest of the sort since the 
opening. Bamboo being returned the winner over 
Idle Michael. All of the starters successfully 
covered the course. 

It is just possible that the Harford Agricultunil 
and Breeders’ Association M’ill not be able to com- 
plete its present race meeting at Havre de Grace. 
Some of the horsemen have threatened a strike if 
the purses are not raised and general manager 
EdM’ard Bnrke has declared that he will not raise 
the purses. Nomt it remains to be seen whether 
the horsemen involved are strong enough or not to 
control the situation and induc*e owners generally 
to refuse to make entries. The position taken by 
Mr. Burke was, that on the request of the horse- 
men. the purses M’ere raised to $500 before the 
meeting openeil and then he says another raise to 
$(UX) M’as demanded on fifteen minutes’ notice. He 
refused to make this advance when it was first 
demanded, for the reason that he had had no op- 
portunity to confer M’ith the other interested stock- 
holders in the association. 

When a second call was made on him after the 
running of the fourtli race today, he informetl the 
committee representing the horsemen, that there 
would be no change iu the nurses for the remainder 
of the meeting. When asked if he was of the 
opinion that the horsemen M’ould be able to break 
up the meeting by refusing to enter their horses 
for the races, he said it Mas entirely possible, but 
that lie had lived up to every contract and he 
M’ould not meet any further demands. 

The horsemen have organized into a union for the 
bettering of conditions so far as they are con- 
cerned and are beginning to make themselves felt. 
There M’as a meeting this morning, after which 
a committee called on general manager Edwanl 
Burke of the local club, with a request that the 
purses be raised to $600. William Garth was the 
spokesman for the committee and he said it was 
the desire of the horsemen to work in harmony with 
the association, but that the price of feed, as M’eli 
as the other expenses incurred in the handling of a 
racing stable, are so much heavier than ever be- 
fort*, that there must be a raise of the purae money 
to make the sjxirt profitable.

Some of the horsemen were for scratching 
today, blit this M’as overruled on the plea that it 
M’ould not be fair to the public, but is is doubtful 
if entries M’ill be made in sufficient numbers to 
continue the meeting, unless tlie association makes 
a radical change in its purse money policy. 

The committee handling the affairs of the horse- 
men is <’omiK)sed of William tJarth, Emil Herz, 
James Arthur. H. G. BedM’ell, Kichard F. Carman 
and E. W. McBride. With feM’ exceptions, the 
horsemen here are members of the association that 
lias been formed. There will be a meeting held in 
Baltimore nithiu a fcM’ days, M’lien tlie names will 
be sent to Kentucky, so that the eastern asso«ia- 
tioii may In* affiliated with the organizatiou that 
has lH*eii formed iu that state.

STYLE OF HEWLETT BAY PARK RACING. 



(By Ed Cole.) 

Now York, April 2.7. — As in many Enroiiean coun- 
tries, tlie New* Y'ork racing season will be preceded 
by amateur or rather semi -amateur racing for u 
few days. Next Saturday will mark the beginning 
of the s|Kirt hereabouts with a meeting at Hewlett 
Ba.v Park, where the Rot'kaw’a.v Hunting Club will 
stage half if dozen races of semi -amateur flavor, as 
there will be races for amateur ritlers as w'cll as 
pnifessionals. It w’ill be a gathering of ctmsiderable 
stM'ial iiniiortance, for it will bring out the fashion- 
able set of I.<oiig Island. It is a spring function in 
which all w’ho are interested in the horse, and many 
not lairticniarly concerned in the thoroughbred, take 
part and is of as mnt'li lmik)rtan<*e in society circles 
as the opening of the opera season. 

Hewlett Bay Park has a natural race course of 
turf of such construction and maze-like formation 
that many times the horses and their riders are out 
of sight only to be seen again in a few* moments 
circling out of the woods or coming from behind a 
hill. Tlie grandstand is one of tliose temporary 
affairs that can be shifted if necessary to any part 
of the grounds. The majorit.v Of the visitors use 
their automobiles as. a fioiiit of vantage while a race 
is being run. These vehicles are lined along the 
homestretc hes on Ixith sides of the judges’ stand for 
lit least half a mile and at times afford a better 
view of a race than is obtainable from the grand- 
stand enclosure. Hniidretls, however, prefer to 
stand on the side of the lilRs and follow* the progress 
of the horses on foot. Wliile some individual wagers 
art* made on these races speculation is less thought 
of than at any other meeting. The siMirt is the at- 
traction and tlie rivalry that exists lietw’een the 
amateur owners and the riders is marked. It is 
a friendly rivalry, too, and congratulations are 
alw’u.rs forthcoming from the owners of a losing 
cantlid.'itc, w’ho immediate^* after a race will lotik 
aronntl for the owner of tlie winner to congratulate' 
liiin on his success and in iiian.v cases to eiithnst* 
over the fact that lie ixissesst's such a giKsI horse. 

This .vear tin* Rockaw’ii.v Hniitiiig ('Inb w'ill have 
its banner m<*eting, jiNlgiiig from the great nnnilier 
of «*ntries for tlie various events and the new as- 
piniiits for turf boiioi’s who w’ill take part in the 
affairs. The elnb is thirty-five years olil and has 
held ninny meetings of various kinds but it was 
not until 1914 that siiecial efforts were made to 
hold a nit*etiiig of any magnitude. This w*as in 
the lean iieriod of racing in this state and a lielp- 
iiig hand meant much to the sport and its future.

The entries in the 
steeplechases will give some idea of what to ex- 
fiect in this line of sport at the larger tracks, there 
being an exceptionally long list of fencers billed 
ftir Hew’lott Bay Park, many of them the property 
of owners whose names have never yet appeared 
on a racing program. Among the notables w’host* 
silks will be shown are Mrs. F. Ambrose Clark, 
Dr. E. B. Ackerman, Mr. Mortimer. L. Sehiff. Mr. 
I.«tM)nard Jacob, Mr. Foxliall P. Peene, Mr. Roliert 
L. (Jerry, Mr. M. L. Schwartz, Mr. J. Harper Boii- 
iiell. Mr. A. Ludlow Kramer and Mr. Shelton E. 
Martin. It is also probable the Milltown Stable 
will have a starter or tw’o in some of the races. 
The Milltown Stable is not a new’ one. On the 
contniry it has been in existence for nian.v years 
and is the nom de course of a prominent Boston 
clergj'iiian who for years has been a great advoi'ate 
of the thoroughbred, not only for its racing pro<*- 
livities. but for economic reasons and be«*:inse of 
its prominence and usefulness in tlie animaj) w’orld. 

It lias fretineiitly been asserted that racing needs 
new* blood, both in horses and men. to bring out its 
lM*st results. This year will see many additions to 
the ranks of the tnrfiiicn. Amateur racing has lieeii 
tlie nieaiiH o# iiitrodiu'iiig quite a iiniiilM*r of aspir- 
ants hir turf honors. They are not all New York- 
ers. Many ctiine from adjoining states and. while 
beginning their racing career w’itli hunters and 
Steeple<*asers, it is more than probable they W’ill 
extend their activities with exiierien(*e, as others 
have done. Among tliose who will be seen at Hew- 
lett Bay Park is Mr. W. J. Clothier of Philadel- 
liia. Mr. Clothier is master of the hounds of the 
Pickering Hunt I'lub ^ud an enthusiastic horseman. 
Then then* are 3Ir. Jesse Williamson IL, also of 
Philadelphia. Mr. R. Hunter Dulany, a niemlier of 
the old Virginia family of that name; also Mr. A. 
P. Humphrey, Jr., of Virginia; Mr. F. H. Prince of 
Boston, father of Norman Prince, a member of the 
Fn*ncli aviator corps, and Mrs. ("ecil Brabazon, 
whose aspirations are to rival Mrs. F. Ambrose 
Clark, Mrs. Bayne Whitney and other turf notables 
of the fairer sex. 

It is figured there are nearly fifty per cent, more 
jumping hol^ses in training than heretofore. Tliis 
insures large fields and incidentally greater coni- 
lM*tition. Steeplechasing is a branch of the siiort 
that lias not been earnestly eneouniged by the more 
prominent owners in late years, but the increased 
values of stakes and purses now being offered will 
no doubt be an incentive for many owners of flat 
rae<*rs to include some jumpers in their strings.

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GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. 



A tlisiiatch of .vcstcnlay from lanitlon says; 
German Jiattlc t*rnisers ap|M*an*tl off laiwestoft 
today. lax'al naval forces engaged the raiders and 
also British light cruisers. The (Jerman warships 
retreated in twenty minutes. In the engagement 
two British light cruisers and a destroyer were 
hit. but none of tlieiii was sunk. Aniionnoement of 
the apiiearance of the (Jeniiaii warships was matle 
ill an official statement, as follows: At .'ibont 

4:30 ti’clock this morning the (Jerman battle erniser 
sqnatlnin, aci'ompaiiietl b.v light cruisers and de- 
stniyers, ap|H*areil off Lowestoft. The lochl nav.al 
forc*es engaged it anti in alxint twent.v minutes it 
retnrnetl to Germany, tbased by our light cruisers 
anti tlestroyers. On shore two men, one woman and 
a child were killed. Tlie material tlamage set*ms to 
have been insignificant, so far ns is known at ^ , 
present. Two British light cruisers and a destroyer V 
were hit. but none was sunk. An attack on (Jer- 
man iNisitions on the Belgian coast by British w’ar- 
sliips is reporteil in an Exch.ange Telegraph dispatch 
from Amsterdam. The iNimbardment is described as 
one of the heaviest in this region during the war. 

The dispatch says the following message has been 
recf'ived in Amsterdam from Flushing; Several 
British warships, accompanied by destroyers anti 
other vessels, yesterday boiubardetl Zeebnigge anti ^ 
the German batteries off Heyst, Blaiikenlierghe and 
Knocke. The boiiibardinent was one of the heaviest 
since the lM*ginning of the war and alsti of the long- 
est duration. The damage done t<i Zeebnigge is said 
to have been enormous. The harbor anti docks were . 
hit several times and .some ships were sunk. British m 
aircraft also threw bombs on (Tcrman batteries. 
Several Zepi^lins visited the eastern counties last 
niglit. dropping incendiary bombs, according to the 
tifficial aiinonnceineiit. Seventy liombs were tlropiied 
during the raid. One man was injured. Four or 
five Ze]ipelins. the official press bureau says, took 
part in the raid. 

Aiiotlier I.rf>ndon dispatch of yesterday sviidl 
Augustine Birrel, ciiief secretary for Ireland, an- 
iioniiced in the house of eomnions toilay that grave 
disturbances broke out in Dublin yesterday. Min- 
ister Birrell said that tweleve persons liad lieen 
killed liefore the disturbances w*ere quelled. Mr. 
Birrell ileclared that the rebels w’cre in iiossessioii 
of four or five different parts of the cit.v of Dublin. 

He also Hiiiionnt'ed that four or five soldiers had 
lHH*n killeti. Telegraphic commnnit'atioii with Dub- 
lin has bi*en cut off. indicating that the principal 
IKirtion of the city is held b.v the rebels. The Dub- 
lin general iiostoffice was seized b.v the rioters. It 
is an imposing stone structure situated on Sack- 
ville street, a wlile bonlevartl. It is atliiiirabl.v 
built to st*rve as a fortress if pro|»erly iiiaiiiietl Jiy 
guns. Mr. Birrell matle his aniioniiceiiient in rei>l.v 
to a question b.v (’omiiioner ('rang imuietliately after 
the asKcuiJiling of the house, lie .saitl that the |M>st- 
offict* hatl lieen fort'ibl.v takt*n iMissessiuii of and th:it 
tclegrapiiic t'omiiiniiicatioii hatl lM*en t'lit. In tlie 
I'tnirse of the tla.v, Iiowt‘vt*r, Mr. Birri*ll saitl. stililiers 
arrived fniin the ('iimigli. and the situation was 
now well ill hand, altiitiiigh as I'timiiiniiicatioii still 
w is exct*ediiigl.v ilifTit nlt he was iitit able to give 
any further particulars. But the Iitnisi*, he coii- 
tiiined might Like it from him that the sitnatioii 
was w(*Il in hand. The chief secretar.v for Ir«*land ^ 
stated there hatl been arrests in Dniiliii, but that 
he conltl not give the names. Biieakiiig from the 
information he hatl received he coiilt! say that 
twelve lives liad been lost, ('omiiinnit'ation with 
Dublin, lie saitl. still was very diffii'iilt. At 7 
o’clock last night. Mr, Birrel said, four or five 

different parts of Dublin were in the possession of * 
the rebels, but he said they did not control the ^ 

whole place. 

From Washington yesterday a telegram said: Re-

IMirted hiding plai*e in the ("hihnnhna Sierras ne:ir 
Nonoava. No details of the movement w»*re oh- 
tainuble. Two new aeroplanes undergoing tln*ir 
final test at the loi*al camp were experted to join 
the chase for scouting in the rough country where 
the bandit is believed to be resting and regath«*r- 
ing followers.

Some time during the night 
the enemy endeavored, but without success, to oc- 
cupy onr advaiicetl posts of the Avocourt redoubt. i 
To the cast of the River Meuse there has been a ^ 
fairly spirited bombardment of onr first and second 
lines. In the Forest of Aprcmoiit there has been 
fighting with hand grenades. In Lorraine we have 
disiiersexl a strong recon iioitering bantl of the enem.v 
wliich Y(as endeavoring to ot.*cup.v one of onr smaller 
IKisitions to the east of the Nenviller. This morning 
a (Jerman aeroplane threw down six btimbs on 
Dunkirk. One woman was kill(*d and three men 
were wounded. The material damages were iusig- ' 
nificaut. 

The naval appropriation bill for the fiscal year 
1917, framed by a House sub-committee and sub- 
mitted to the eomniittee Monday carries $217.- 
652.174, against $149,9.79.89.7 appropriated for the 
current fiscal year. This is on the basis of the 
Navy D<*partinent’s pniposed building program for 
1917.
